CAREKK AS A SCIENTIST. 

Alexander Melville Bell is known 
ud wide throughout, the civiliz 
world as the man who, more Ihtfu 
any other, conferred the boon of 
b on those from birth or afflic- 
tion were dumb, and who by con- 
stant study asd application devised 
tern whereby not only those 
who could not speak were given a 
form of expression, but those who 
could not hear found a method of 
understanding spoken language. 
The members of the Bell family for 
three generations, Including Alex 
arider Bell, the father of the man 
who died to day, and Alexander 
Graham Bell, his son, have worked 
on problems of orthoepy and phone- 
tics. 

In Ihe second generation, through 
Alexandei Melville Bell, their work 
resulted in tbe System by which the 
deaf and dumb are enabled to 
understand and make themselves 
understood. In the third gem. ra- 
tion, through Alexander Craharn 
Bell, it resulted in the telephone. 
And it was in an endeavor to per- 
fect and improve th(' system evolv- 
ed by his father that led Alexandei 
Cialiam Bell to make the great dis- 
covery that resulted In the inven- 
tion of the telephone. So that 
throughout the civili/.ed world to- 
day th« name of Alexander Mel- 
ville Bell is known, and his death 
brings to an end a life with the 
workings of which probably more 
people are familiar than that of any 
other Americas scientist or educa- 
tor. 

Dr. Bell was not an American by 

birth It was in Edinburgh, Scot- 
land, on March 1, 181!), that he 
first saw the light of day. His 
father, Alexander Bell, was a dis- 
tinguished teacher of elocution of 
the old Scottish town and deeply 

;ed in the study of orthoepy 
and phonetics, lie had invented a 
method for removing Impediments 
from the speech before his son took 
up his studies. The elder Bell took 
up the burden of educating his son 

If and gave him the benefit of 
his wide experience and great learn- 
ing. When a young man young 
Bell was sent to school at Dundee, 
where he remained n short time. 
He was, of course, principally in-
